Other Boxer leaders and derelict dlg- 
nltarles executed before the ministers 
proceed to negotiate with tha Chinese 
peace plenipotentiaries on tha other mat- 
ters at issue. 


This is practically a repetition of the 


proposition contained in the original 
Eertnar. nMe to the powers, which was 
received with favor only by Austria and 
Italy, Germany's partners In the triple 
fclliance. In that note Germany called 
on the powers to undertake the punish- 
ment of Chinese officials, but the opposi- 
tion to this was so great—a majority of 
the nations holding that the Chinese 
government should be given the oppor- 
tunity of showing its goo* faith by in- 
Hictlng the punishments—that the pro- 
posal was never pressed. 


In its present lorm ihe proposal Is not 


*o objectionable, and was In a measure 
agreed to by the powers. This govern- 
ment, however, is opposed to the prin- 
jelple of having the powers compel China 
|o decapitate Tuan and the other male- 
factors. 
It believes that the punish- 


ments should be severe—capital, If need 
be—but that China should determine 
ahem. 
In the imperial edict of Nov. 13, 


Bone of the dignitaries were sentenced 
|o be executed, but the United States gov- 
•rnment is satisfied that the sentences 
•re the most severe that imperial au- 
thority can inflict. 
T« direct that all 


[the Boxer leaders be Killed, it is con- 
'tended here, would result in a renewal of 
jthe anti-foreign disturbances, and, per- 
fcaps, civil war, as the dignitaries named 
for punishment are very powerful.

Pawtucket, R. I., Nov. 23.—Alexander

It is likely that there will be an investiga- 
tion and the facts *nade clear as to 
whether the Zeolo pajrty was engaged In 
a fight or that other people were seen 
by the residents of that neighborhood. 


One fact that adds some weight to the 


foul play theory is that neither the en- 
gineer of the train that is supposed to 
have killed the man nor of any other 
train has reported the accident.

Is a. crossing near the place where the 
body was found, and it seems almost 
impossible that the accident could have 
happened without attratcing the en- 
gineer's atteiition.

reception by the people of Marseilles, 
He may be said to have been borne on 
an irresistible wave of enthusiasm from 
the lauding stage to his hotel. 
Tha 


broad streets ai*d boulevards through 
which the route lay presented a perfect 
sea of human beings, all gathered there 
prompted by the unanimous desire to 
welcome the aged 
Boer statesman. 


From the moment the white 12-oa.red 
barge left the side of the Gelderland with 
President Kruger sitting in the stern, a 
storm of cheering broke out and never 
ceased until Mr. Kruger had entered 
his hotel. 
Even then a vast concourse 


of people remained in front of the bal- 
cony, where he had to remain for some 
time, uncovered, acknowledging the ac- 
clamations of his thousands of admirers, 
who continued cheerisff until they were 
hoarse from the shouting. 


Yet the grandeur of this demonstration, 


perhaps, ranks second in importance to 
the emphatic manifestos of "No com- 
promise," which Mr. Kruger delivered 
in a low voice, but one vibrating with 
emotion, accompanied by energetic ges- 
tures of the right hand, stirring tha 
hearts of all within hearing. Replying 
to the addresses of welcome, Mr. Kru- 
ger said: 


"My first duty is to thank your govern- 


ment for all the tokens of interest that 
again only recently it was pleased t<» 
give me. 
I believe England, had she 


bean batter informed, would never have 
consented to this war, and since the ex- 
pedition of Jameson, who wished to 
seize tha two republics without the neces- 
sity of firing a rifle e»lot, I have never 
ceased to demand a tribunal of arbitra- 
tion, which, up to now, has always been 
refused. 


"The war waged upon us In the two re- 


publics reached the last limits of bar- 
barism. 
During rny life I have had to 


fight many times the savage* of the 
tribes of Africa. 
But the barbarian* we 


bave to fight now are worse than the 
ethers. 
They even urged tha Kafiirs 


against us. 
They burn the farms we 


worked so hard to construct, and they 
«lrive out our women and children, whose 
fcusbands and brothers they have killed 
or taken prisoners, leaving them un- 
protected and roofless, and often without 
bread to eat. 
But whatever they may 


do, we will never surrender. 
We will 


Cght to the end. 
Our great, imperish- 


able confidence reposos in the Etsrnal, 
In our God. 
We know our cause Is 


Just, and it the justice of man is wanting 
to us, He, the Eternal, who is Master of 
all peoples, and to whom belongs the 
future, will n«ver abandon us. 


"I ca.n assure you that if the Transvaal 


and the Orange Free State must Iqss th;ir 
Independence it-will be because all the 
Boer people have fczen destroyed with 
their women and children." 


The sentences ol hia declaration were 


uttered with a. vigor xnd decision which 
bore out his reputation as tha Incarna- 
tion of iron will and stubborn resistance. 


He announced to the world that ths 


Boers would be a free people or die, and 
the faces of the Bosr resresentatives 
about him bore the look of fearless de- 
termination, reflecting ths spirit that Mr. 
Kruger declared animated every man, 
woman and child in the Transvaal. 


Every one expressed astonishment at 


the robust and healthy appearance of 
Mr. Kriiger, considering his advanced 
age. 
Ha walked firmly, leaning but 


lig-htly upon hi* cane, when he crossed 
the landing: stage to the landau in which 
he drove with Dr. Leyds and MM. Pauliat 
and Thourel. 
The landau waa followed 


by five carriages containing Boer offi- 
cials and these were followed by six 
othsrs conveying the ofjiceTS of the Gel- 
fierland and the members of the Mar- 
seilles reception committee, all forming a 
proce-ssion headed by various societies 
With handanrne banners and escorted by 
a large police force. 


Mr. ICruger repeatedly acknowledged 


the acclamations of the crowds that 
filled tha sidewalks and balconies of the 
housr«, which were black with «i|rht- 
seers waving hats and handkerchiefs, 
At several points along the route bou- 
quets were presented to him. On arriv- 
ing at the hotel, Mr. Kruger's ears were 
greeted with ths strains of a Boer hymn, 
while th» standard bearers drew up in 
two ranks a.t the entrance and waved 
the standards as Mr. Kruger, bare- 
headed, passed between to his apart- 
ments. 


Soon after, in response to a thunderous 


ovation, he appeared on the balcony and 
repeatedly bowed, but, as some 10 min- 
utes elapsad without a. sign of abatement 
In the enthusiasm, ha spoke a few words, 
which were interpreted into French by 
Dr. Leyds, and were followed by a re- 
newal of the frenzy. 
Finally, to testify 


his gratitude, ht took in hi» hand a cor- 
ner of the French trl-colew that wa;> 
flying from the balcony between tha 
Traru-va*! and Free State flags, and 
preasei H to his heart again and again. 
The enthusiastic people cheered him un- 
til he withdrew ta hii rooms, which h« 
found half filled with beuquets aad gar- 
lands presented by nil admirer*. 


An unfortunate occurrence at the hotel 


on the main boulevard alone marred the 
character «f the demonstration which 
up to that moment had bepn unanimously 
and exclusively a tribute of sympathy

horsepower. They will be most useful 
at Queensland. After the lost floods at 
Brisbane In 1833 It took three years to 
make repairs.

Ing Australia Mr. Bates will go to 
Manila, being Impressed with tbe pos- 
sibilities for tbe construction of beuer 
terminals there.

Soon the nation's Interest will be 


centered In congress and scon we shall 
hear allegations of fraud, corruption 
arid all sorts of mean charges directed 
against the members. We are eo ac- 
customed to abusing our public ser- 
vants in congress and so accustomed to 
hearing them abused that a'word In 
their favor is r.s surprising as rare. 
But It may be admitted that all that Is 
said by L. A. Coolidge In Alnsle's maca 
zine is true: 


"The congress of the Urtited States is 


the most interesting body of men in the 
world. It comes nearer to being a 
representative body than any other 
that ever existed. It is the microcosm 
of the republic, presenting in confeen- 
tration all the extraordinary peculiari- 
ties of the nation whose work it is 
selected to perform. Its average of 
ability is higher than that of any other 
parliamentary body on earth. Each of 
its members represents a larger con- 
stituenfcy than is represented by any 
single member of a European parlia- 
ment, and with very few exceptions 
each member is a. good representative of 
the constituency for which he stands. 
Those who sneer at congress and at 
congressmen! sneer at the voters who 
selected them. Luckily that sort of 
thing is going out of fashion. People 
are beginning to appreciate c'ongress 
for what it really is and it is getting 
better all the time. 


"There are very few members either 


of the house or of the senate who are 
not 'of native birth. To be exact, there 
are just sixteen! representatives and six 
senators who were not born in the 
United States. In the fifty-sixth con- 
gress, curiously enough, one of the 
members is Henderson, the speaker, 
who is a Scotchman. But he is as 
genuinte an American as there is in the 
land. 
Considering the proportion of 


foreign to native-born in the United 
States, the percentage is ins-ignificanlt, 
especially when it is remembered that | 
the average member of congress is one 
who has been given to moving about 
the world and shifting his environment. 
Out Of 352 members of the present 
house only 217 represent the states in 
which they were born, and of this num 
her only a few still live in the con- 
gressionl districts where they first 
saw 
light. 
The 
averge con- 


gressman 
is a 
hustler. 
He has 


been ambitious or else he would.never 
have found his presentt place. That he 
has Den successful in some measure 
goes without saying, and the fact that 
so many of them have broken away 
from their early surroundings, and 
have gained new successes in 
ntew 


fields, simply goes to show Something of 
the energy and force that have helped 
to make the American congress what 
it is." 


We do not agree with Mr. Coolidge 


that sneering at congress is going out 
'of fashion!. That kind of thing will 
never go out of fashion. Neither will 
it cease to be the fashion to accuse 
congress 
of every 
conceivabl' sin 


against the rights of the people and the 
principles of the republic. But, if we 
Would only remember tha,t the mem- 
bers of congress represent interests 90 
diversified arid often very antagonistic 
and remember that it is a member's 
duty to battle for what he /thinks Is 
justice to his people consistent 
with 


justice to all, if we would remember 
these things perhaps ws could under- 
stand and admire many of the things 
we are so prone to condemn inl con- 
gressmen and congress. 


It is because congress Is so represen- 


tative of the nation that it so thorough 
ly illustrates the conflict and struggle 
inseparable from the conjditicm of a 
few people Working out their destiny 
in a great land. Unanimity and har- 
mony would mean stagnation and 
decay.

Henryj R. Pierson, William A. Whit- 
llesey of Pittsfteld and Fred D. Stan- 
'ey of Boston. E. T, Slocum will be 
treasurer during the formation of the 
corporation. If tlip capital is subscrib- 
er. It Is expected that the pie&eut Stan- 
ey sh -ps on Ttenne avenue and Pearl 
street, soon to be vacated by the Stan- 
ley electric manufacturing- company 
•n ill be used for the manufacture of 
the wagons. This will mean employ- 
merit of from 100 to 200 skilled mechan- 
ics at good wages, and vill be a valu- 
able addition to Plttsfield. which is 
experiencing fresh impetus along- man- 
ufacturing lines. The Cranes of Dai- 
ton have already agreed to take a lib- 
ral share of thf capital stock and it 
now remains to be seen whether the 
real estate and business men of Pitts- 
field will subscribe for 
a 
sufficient 


amount to insure the plant's location 
in the shire city. 


The steam wag-on or truck to be built 


has been developed by the efforts of 
ex-Penator William A. Whittles^ of 
Pittsft>Id, Fred D. Stanley of Boston 
and Patrick Cunningham of New Bed- 
ford, the latter being the inventor. The 
wapon has met all the requirements 
to make it a practical success, having 
undergone the most thoroup-h tests of 
pxprrts sent by transportation com- 
panies and others to examine it. It 
has taken the persons interested two 
years or more to perfect the truck, and 
it is thought to be superior to the Eng- 
lish steam wagons made by Thorny- 
croft and others. There is a most 
promising and pronttum* fif>Id to be 
covered by this sort of vehicle, which 
has gained much favor 
among the 


truckmen of Bo-ston and in other cities 
where it has been tried.

The 
power is applied to front, rea.r or all 
four wheels, as the case may require. 
The fa,ct that some Of PitlsfMd pnd 
Dalton's Iftadinsr citizen? have interest- 
ed themselves in this project IF a guar- 
antee that it will be brouerht to a suc- 
cessful issue. The construction of the 
building- in whirh the wpgon -nlll be 
manufactured is of the b°st, as is at- 
tested by the fact that for a long pe- 
riod of years it was used as a factory, 
where the ponderous machinery of the 
Stanley company has been orperated.

A meeting of the four classes of "Wil- 


liams college was held last evening 
to consider a proportion to abolish 
hazing. The outcome ol tha meetiner 
was the passing of resolutions to abol- 
tah kaxing in college dermlieries. The 
bringing up of this question at thia 
time is the result of the dismissal of 
a senior as the outcome of the Hfillow- 
e'en celebration, for the reinstatement 
of whom the seniors eome time airo pe- 
titioned the (acuity. A meeting of the 
classes was held a few days ago, but 
no action was taken, as it was believ- 
ed at that lime that by abolishing haz- 
ing- it would be necessary to jcive up 
the old college customs o£ what 13 
termed "horse play." There are many 
college customs •nhich might b« termed. 
hazing, but which are believed»by the 
college men to be perfectly harmless 
and tvhich they wish to rotain. 
A 


present custom, as an illustration is 
that the freshmen must allow 
the 


seniors to precede them out of chai>el 
at the morning service and another is 
that the freshmen cannot wear cord- 
uroy pants and smoke on the streets 
•until after St. Patrick's day, unless 
they defeat the sophomores in one of 
the three athletic contests durine the 
fall term. The students have from the 
beginning seemed loath to do awav 
•with these class distinctions, which 
places the seniors on the high seat of 
'Bignity and the freshmen in a more 
tumble position. One of the classes 
at the recent meeting voted to abolish 
these customs but two of the classes 
deferred action until a more detailed 
meaning of the proposition might be 
given them. At the meeting lasf eve- 
ning the following resolutions were 
adopted by a very small majority: 


Resolved, That dormitory hazing be 


Abolished, "and b» it 


Resolved, That no other college cus- 


emstom be affected by this resolution. 


Resolved, That if these resolutions 


Br« passed that the student who was 
dismissed by reinstated. The commit- 
tee wha had charge of the meetine 
Srere Menkell, Goodwillie and Park. 


The vote was 135 to 119 in favor of 


the resolutions. There has been no 
hazing of a serious nature in Williams 
college in many years and the students 
feel that there was no hazing of a se- 
rious nature on Hallowe'en nirht. The 
eiact caure of the dismissal of the 
young man from college is not made 
known, but it is believed that it was 
the result of visiting the rooms of the 
freshmen and getting them to take part 
In their celebra'tion. Whether or not 
the college will see fit to reinstate the 
young man in college remains to be 
seen, and the action of the faculty will 
be watched with a great deal of inter- 
est.

To these savings she added thousands , 


ef dollnrs made in her dealings with poli- 
ticians, who came to her hostelry to lay 
plans and connive for the passage ol 
measures by the legislature and fer po- 
litical appointments in whieh they were 
interested. She possessed a remarkably 
keen eye for business. Her terms frere 
always cash, and her prices for favors 
and refreshment? wcr* at such a pitch 
thst they yielded her a liberal profit. 


She was a tall, muscular woman, with 


nn attractive face. She might hare mar- 
ried many times during her younger 
days, but she fraakly declared she loved 
money better than anything else on 
curth and that she wouldn't trust a man 
as fm as shs eould throw a church by the 
steeple.

accomplishments 


Martha was an expert poker player, nnd 
coupled with her knowledge of the game 
and her careful estimate of the value of a 
hand was a "streak of good luck" .that 
•taid frith her from one end of tht 
pane to the -other. Shs rarely got np 
from the table a loser, and she would 
never take a hftmd unless there were 
seven players. 


She explained this peculiarity by say- 


ing that she was the seventh daughter 
of a sevtath daughter and had an abid- 
ing faith in tha number seven. Her con- 
fidence in this number always prompted 
her to draw «ards to it, no matter what 
odds were against her. If there was a 
seven xp«t in Martha's hand, she would 
draw to It, and when she did the pot 
generally went orer to her side of th* ta- 
ble. 


Away back !n the forties and fifties 


there were some pretty sharp poker play- 
ers among the members of the New Jer- 
sey legislature and the politicians who 
hovered around the lobby. They played 
a "no limit" game, and when they felt 
like, making a night of it without being 
disturbed they went to the Mills tavern 
and sat down to the game in what was 
known as the "Chamber of Fate," a big 
room In a remote part of the house.

The legislature was in session, and 
the railroads had several important bills 
that they wanted passed. As a conse- 
quence th* lobbyists and members of the 
assembly had "money to bum." .The ses- 
sions ia the "Chamber ef Fate" that win- 
ter were frequent and unusually exciting. 
There was not mueb chance for Martha 
to get into a gaase, bnt the "kitty" was 
• fat on* every night, and she was satis- 
fed with h*r income from that source.

"Every one of the others declared that 


he felt lucky and inBlstod that Martha 
should take a hand in it. They adjasreed 
te th* upstairs roum and began what was 
probably the shortest big game ever 
played.

the cardi were dealt, "let's find out 
which one of us has the least money, j 
then we'll make him put it up.

pile," remarked Whitehead, picking up 
the pack of cards. 


There were sis pat hands out. Martha 


was the only one to draw. "Well, gen- 
tlemen," she said, "it's all in the draw, 
after all, and if I make my hand I'll 
take the money.

L.onar Haired Hen. 


The native inhabitants of the Malay 


peninsula and several of the Indian 
tribes of onr own country never permit 
their hair to be cut. The hair of one of 
the chiefs of the Crow tribe grew to a 
length of ten feet. The men of the La- 
tookaa, one of tbe African tribes, nevez 
cut their hair, but, allowing it to grow, 
weave it into the most •wonderful shapes. 
The thick, crisp wool is woven with fine 
twine made from the bark of a tree until 
It represents a network of felt.o As the 
hair grows it is subjected to the same 
process and trained into the shape of a 
helmet. A rim about two inches deep is 
formed, and the front part of this hair 
helmet Is protected by a piece of polished 
copper, while a piece of tbe same metal, 
shaped like the half of a bishop's miter 
and about one foot in length, forms the 
crest. The helmet is then adorned with 
numerous varicolored beads.

Interesting Annual Meeting 


of Berkshire Congre- 


gational Club 


FROM PEKIN TO PETERSBURG 


Founder of Christian Endeavor Socle, 


ties th« Speaker of the Evening, 


largo Attendance from This 


City and Northern Berkshire 


The 26th annual meeting of the Berk- 


shire Congregational club was held at 
the South church in Plttefield last eve- 
ning and it -was *a usual an occasion 
of many friendly greetings and much 
good cheer. These gatherings are scen- 
erally held at some hoteU such as the 
Wendell, but it is understood some 
obejction was made to thle as a meet- 
ing place for the Congregationa-lists, 
because the hotel has a license. 
A 


large percentage of those in attendance 
were •womeni and they constitute, in 
fact, a goodly proportion of the mem- 
bership of the club. There was a good 
sized delegation from this city and 
northern Berkshire. 


The business meeting was called at 


5 o'clock, and first was heard the re- 
port of the secretary, Augustus R. 
Smith of Lee, who presented the record 
of the meeting held last year and gave 
a few facts about the club in which 
he stated that its membership now is 
135. 
Several new members were then 


proposed for the organization. A no- 
minating; committee was appointed and 
adjournment was taken to the vestry 
of the church, where a banquet was 
held. 


The decorations were those of the 


jubilee held a week or two aeo and 
consisted of evergreen twined about 
the posts, and hemlock trees nearly 
concealed the platform. Over the doors 
leading into the parlors were dra.t>ed 
two American flags. Covers were laid 
for 134 guests and practically all of 
the seats were taken. 


After the coffee cups had been laid 


aside, Alexander McDougall of this 
city called the guests to 
order as 


president of the club, and in a brief ad- 
dress, introduced as the speaker of the 
evening, Rev. Dr. Francis F. Clark of 
Boston, president of the United society 
of Christian Endeavor. Dr. Clark has 
Just completed a tour of the world, and 
wa« heard with great interest on the 
subject "From Pekin to Petersburg." 


Dr. Clark spoke of hi» journey around 


the world, taken with Mrs. Clark in the 
interests of Christian Endeavor work. 
They started from wtshinpton last 
January, and he facetiously remarked 
that an interpreter likened them to a 
couple of carrier pigeons flitting about 
here atid there to deliver a message. 


In regard to the Chinese uprising, the 


speaker said that upon his arrival In 
London last July, he was first of all 
asked if the missionaries were to blame 
for the revolution. He considered the 
question as absurd, for it seemed to 
him that there was a thousarid other 
causes ,and the missionaries least of 
all were at fault. The great scourge 
that is undermining the empire is the 
terrible opium habit, and it seemed to 
Dr. Clark that this has been largely 
the cause of the recent trouble* 


The foreigners, too, have exercised a 


supercilious attitude toward the na- 
tives and this has tended to estrange 
the Mongolians from the pilgrims of the 
western world. 


The speaker thought that much good 


r-ould come out of these troubles ia the 
end. 
In the first place, 
they have 


opened up a new chapter of missionary 
heroism and martyrdom. Dr. Clark in- 
dicated that if a persecution should 
sweep throug-h the Berkshire churches 
such as has gtonte throug-h China, the 
churches surviving would be all the 
stronger. 


Again, the Boxers have vindicated 


the heroism of the Chines^ ard proved 
thst they are so~fth!ns more than 
"rice Christians." The Boxers have 
called the civilized nations 
tv> new 


heroism. 


In closing, Dr. Clark affirmed that 


the time has now come for the settle- 
ment of the great Siberian! empire, and 
while he ce-uld not eay whether the 
territorial Integrity of China would be 
maintained, it seemed to him that a 
great future is in store for the empire. 


As 
a descriptive narrative, Dr. 


Clark's address was #«e of the most 
instructive and interesting heard in 
Pittsfteld for a long time. 


There was a fair attendance W the 


ministers at the morning session of the 
joint ministerial conferences, and Rev. 
Leon D. Bliss of Great Harrington pre- 
sided. Rev. I. C. Smart of Flttsfield, 
after the devotional exercises ,read an 
interesting paper on "The value of edu- 
cation." 
He wan followed by Rev. 


Frederick Lynch of Lenox, who read an 
interesting treatise on "Tennyson." The 
papers and some minor business oc- 
cupied the merning sessionl and at 1 
the party, to the number of 88, dined 
at the Wendell. At the afternoon se«- 
sion, at 2, the principal speaker was 
Rev. Dr. Francis E. Clark, who spoke 
on "The Christian erideavor movement 
in the world, and its relation to the 
church." He cloned with a forecast of 
the evangelistic movement of the next 
century, and was very hopeful in his 
predictions in) that direction. At the 
business meeting Rev. H. M. Bowden 
of Middlefleld was elected president, 
Rev. E. W. Pond, scribe, besides art 
executive committee of three.
